W heth 
er this is the reason it has not been 
pu blished, cannot be stated, bu t thert 
hav e been many changes in the tex t 
sinc^ it was printed. 
(The big fou r was recently reported 
to hav e agreed not to pu blish the fu ll 
tex t of the treaty u ntil it is accepted.) 
Some of these changes are du e to 
(he fact that as printed it did not rep 
resent the ex act agreem ents reached 
by the peace conference. 
As an ex ample of this, the night the 
treaty was printed, President Wilson 
was awakened 
at 
midnight and in­ 
formed of two im portant alterations. He 
called one of the big fou r on the tele­ 
phone and the latter adm itted he had 
made the alterations, bu t ex pected to 
ex plain the nex t day . 
Americans Ex amine Document 
Another su ch alteration was discov ­ 
ered later affecting the Saar v alley 
and resu lted in a sim ilar admission by 
a representativ e of a certain cou ntry .

“Relieve me. the American arm y is 
petting out of Fran ce!” writes Herman 
Reuter of Santa Ana, formerly of the 
Register staff, in France now since 
Octob er, 1917. 
And when Reuter wrote on May 1 
he had strong hopes of b eing one of 
those to get out of France b y June 1. 
R euter has b een in the Ordnance De­ 
partm ent, Service of Supplies, and has 
b een stationed most of the time at 
Neufchateau. 
"Yes, indeed," wrote he, “the army 
is getting out of France. 
Of course, 
certain detachm ents will have to re­ 
main b ehind, to take care of property , 
look after graves registration 
work 
and so on. b ut the troops are b eing 
moved out b y the tens of thousands, 
alm ost pell-mell, or so it seems. 
“And when I say “take care of prop­ 
erty ,’’ that does not mean a whole lob 
of property , fotjathe arm y is disposing 
of all it can, principally b y turning 
it over to the French arm y and gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In the case of ammunition, 
dumps are b eing turned over b odily to 
the French, and the ordnance people 
will he a b le-to start 
for 
home on 
schedule time. 
T he office 1 am in has 
b ad more real work to do during the 
past ten weeks than during almost any 
other time since its inception. 
“An*ordnance detachm ent (mob ile) 
is under the direction of this office 
now; it has practically completed its 
work of visiting divisions which are 
ab out to leave for the States and help­ 
ing them ship their ordnance material 
to the rear.

“Briefly 
stated, 
the city trustees 
contend that theOproceedings authoriz­ 
ing the pay m ent of a warrant for $ 3150 
appropriated for the purpose of a city 
hall site are regular and legal. 
I 
have such serious doub ts as to the le­ 
gality of the proceedings that I feel 
justified in requiring that they b e con­ 
firmed b y a court decision b efore I 
pay the w arrant.
